London, Oct. 22.—While admit- 


ting the existence of widespread pop- 
ular dissatisfaction over the apparent 
impunity with which Zeppelins raid- 
ed England, Friday night, a majority 
of the 'morning newspapers take a 
more sober view than that expressed 
by the Saturday and Sunday papers. 


The story of the raid is still rather 


obscure and no official explanation 
has been given of the absence of 
fun-fire in the London area or of the 
escape of the raiders from England. 
It is assumed, however, by thought- 
ful writers that the directors of the 
defensive system adopted a policy 
dictated by circumstances and acted 
with due vigilance and enterprise. 


While the raiders were not attack- 


ed by gun-fire in London they were 
bombarded 
considerably 
elsewhere 


and there is reason to believe that 
one was so damaged that it left Eng- 
land under imperfect control. 
It is 


suggested that the authorities had 
reasonable grounds for believing that 
the Zeppelins would be unable to 
find London owing to the darkness 
and the height at which they were 
traveling and the firing of suns and 
the flashing of searchlights would 
only have revealed the target 
It is known that British airplanes 


were up in considerable 
numbers 


during the raid, and writers in the 
morning newspapers declare that this 
had much to do with the driving of! 
of the Zeppelins to France where the 
French gunners and aviators—whose 
skill is praised varmly—were able te 
deal with them by daylight. 
Nevertheless, it is contended that 


an explanation is due to the public 
and ought to be given preferably in 
parliament. 
Two or three news- 


papers comment on the affair witb 
impatience—one declaring that it IT 
a "shameful episode in the annals of 
British aerial defense," while another 
says that Viscount French, command- 
er of the home forces, has a serious 
failure to explain. 
The king and queen paid a sur- 


prise visit yesterday afternoon to one 
of the bombed districts of London, 
and talked for two hours with vic- 
tims. 
Speaking to a local clergy- 


man, the king said: 


"I wish people who are against 


retaliation could see this wreckage." 


The newspapers take two diver- 


gent lines of criticism regarding the 
attack on the convoyed merchant- 
men in the North Sea. According to 
one view the Incident was one that 
no foresight o- vigilance could avert 
and although regretable In every way 
cannot exercise any decisive effect. 


On the other hand, some news- 


papers ask what has become of the 
British command of the North Sea. 
One newspaper comments as follows: 


"The 
occurrence is extremely dis- 


quieting. With the whole American 
navy working in conjunction with 
ours and with our patrol relieved 
completely of the task of searching 
vessels coming from America, we 
ought to have an ample margin of 
security against such mischances."

They have re- 
ceived no horses as yet, but requis- 
ition is in and they will be" furnished 
within the next week or so. 


The sergeant states that the place 


is beginning to look like a real mil- 
itary camp. 
Instead of cotton and 


peanut fields they are now trans- 
formed into company streets and 
athletic fields. 
It required a great 


deal of work to clear the same, dig 
ditches for sewage system, build mess 
houses, pitch .tents, etc. The ground 
is so hard that when you hit it with 
a pick, it will bounce off like strik- 
ing iron, until you get about three 
inches under the surface. They call 
it sun-baked, and the name is surely 
no misnomer.
